Report In Draft. 


The question of pig rearing, like every other 
farming problem, is inseparable from . the 
whole question cf marketing produce, to which 
our correspondent “Disappointed” directs 
attention with—it is a gesture of disapproval 
at. officialdom !—an expression of opinion that 
“nobody expecte the t of the Agricul- 
tural Commission before the year 1926,” Now, 
we know several people, whose conjectures 
we also have, á it by, if not before, 
next month, We believe it is no secret that 
the Report is being rapidly drafted. Much 
more important, however, than the date of its 
issue, assuming that to be reasonably early, 
is the probable trend of its advice if, os 
we may assume, it is intended to lead up to 
governmental action. Whilst it would be 
premature to speculate upon the contents of 
a document not yet completed, we already 
ossese definite clues as to the’ mental temper 
in which the Commission: work from the 
Interim Reports already issued. They have 
already reported upon the marketing both 
of butter and of eggs (in separate reports), 
and upon agricultural credit. There is 
nothing sensational or drastic in these reports. 
Hostile critics, indeed, might say, but un- 
fairly we think, that there is nothing funda- 
mental in them. ey are os cautious, 
marked by an abs&nce the ire 
temper; occupying a \centre tion between 
two adverse schools pf advisers—those who 
would leave everythiig to Providence and 
the public, and those who would make the 
State their Providence and keep the public 
in its place as the State’s servant. We shall 
be surprised if a similar spirit, shunning 
heroic remedies but pointing towards immediate 
and negessary refortis in legislation end 
ailministration, and, above all, to increased 
voluntary organisation, does not work the 
Commission’s final labours.

_ SUBSOILING AND STEAM 
CULTIVATION. 


a os 


Plough pans are so frequently formed and 
the fact so little recognised that a few words 
to bring them into daylight may serve some 
useful purpose. Briéfly, they are, as a rule, 
the result of regular ploughing at too con- 
stant a depth, and may be the effect of fear 
of exposing subsoil in a light, shallow soil 
equally with the habit of avoiding great 
draught on the stiffer deeper sorts. Further- 
more, the very loophole we take against 
treading the top soil on heavy clays—namely, 
horses single file in the furrow—is apt to 
land us in this other predicament of a 
properly puddled impervious pan. 

Means of prevention come first, in the form 
of that tool of opportunity; the tractor, which 
by covering a multitude of acres in the 
minimum of dry days enables one to avoid 
the latter. 

Opportunities of cure are offered by any of 
the new and excellent forms of subsoiling at- 
tachments advertised for ordinary ploughs. 
The whole principle of successfully disturbing 
fresh, unbroken and possibly infertile ground 
lies in the proviso that it be left in situ, and 
yet so fractured as to secure drainage. The 
subsoiler does this! 

One other implement of almost inestimable 
value on heavy soils is the steam cultivator, 
which plays the part of a giant soil disturber. 
This affords the combined advantages of 
cultivator-destroyer of many annual and per- 
manent weeds through moisture starvation, 
aeration, and deep drainage, at the same time 
leaving the general strata in position, but 
not intact, almost the only limiting factor 
to its effective use being excessive damp; 
which causes ib to merely pull through rather 
than upheave. 

Under these circumstances it is somewhat 
inadequately replaced by the multiple steam 
plough, which, although of considerable value 
undet pressure, has the same disadvantages 
of the multiple ploughs aforementioned to an 
even greater degree When time presses, 
however, means must be found to an end— 
and that end is often worthily represented, 
after late autumn or early winter steam 
ploughing, by an area of potentially unpro- 
ductive land being replaced by an equal area 
oi winter corn, 

This upon land where spring sowing is 
attended by grave risks and doubtful 
accomplishment.

FRUIT GROWERS WANT 
PROTECTION, 


—-—->--- -- 


For tree fruits the past year was one of the 
worst experienced for many years. Apples 
generally were a light crop, and in many dis- 
tricts a complete failure. Pears were even 
more disappointing, while the yield of plums, 
damsons, and cherries was poor. 

Outside a few of the larger centres growers 
sold locally such surplus fruit as they had to 
dispose of, and as a result of the scarcity 
prices were higher than in other seasons, The 
excessive railway freights charged for fruit 
when consigned to any distance proved to be 
& serious handicap to satisfactory sale. This 
is regarded by growers as the greatest obstacle 
to the development of the fruit-growing indus- 
try. The large quantities of imported fruit 
available for retailers weakened the demand 
for home-grown stuff, although the latter sold 
readily on the home market. As a consequence 
of the strong outside competition many growers 
advocate the placing of an import duty on 
fruit from 1st June to lst February, so as to 
enable home fruit growers to get a larger share 
of the market. The difference between the 
orice paid to growers and the retail charges 
made to consumers was also a source of much 
unfavourable criticism.

The large amount paid in compensation (for 
cattle slaughtered in connection with dut- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease has raised 
the question as to the advisability of killing 
infected stock instead.of trying to cure them. 
There is no denying the fact that animals 
properly isolated can be cured of foot-and- 
mouth disease. This, however, would not 
prevent the disease from becoming epidemic, 
and the losses - and inconvenience 
to farmers and live stock traders which would 


‘result from the disease, and from the re- 


strictions imposed, would become permanent. 
In Great Britain it is stated that, if the isola- 
tion, as opposed to the slaughter policy, were 
adopted, the average annual losses to the 
country might easily reach as high as 
£2,000,000, compared with the average annual 
cost of £30,000 incurred in carrying out 
the slaughter policy during the past thirty- 
one years.

By rapid slaughter and disinfection, the in- 
convenience and loss to farmers due to restric. 
tions on movement are reduced to a minin- 
mum, as this policy enables the restrictions to 
be withdrawn after a comparatively short 
period. usually about five or six weeks in the 
case of an ordinary outbreak, except on the 
infected place itself, where the restrictions are 
maintained for two months, or six weeks from 
the completion of disinfection. 

With the adoption of isolation it would be 
practically impossible, judging from Continen- 
tal experience, to prevent the disease spread- 
ing and becoming endemic. Restrictions on 
movement and marketing of all stock within 
15 miles of an outbreak would be imposed—as 
under the present system—and they would 
have to be maintained so lorg as active centres 
of the disease existed. This would mean the 
maintenance of restrictions for long periods 
over Jarge areas. The movement of stock. from 
the infected farm, and in some cases from ad- 
joining farms, would have to be maintained
